Myerscough 
went 3-1 in the 125cc Pro class 
beating Willie Surratt (Hon) and 
Bader Manneh (Yam). Myerscough 
swept both 250cc Pro motos, fin- 
ishing ahead of Jeff Stanton (Yam) 
and Tommy Watts (Kaw). Watts 
topped the 500cc Pros after trad- 
ing moto wins with Stanton. Willy 
Simons (Hon) finished third. Billy 
Grossi (Yam) continued to domi- 
nate the Vet Pro class with a 1-1 
sweep, while Jimmy Gaddis (Suz) 
also went 1-1 to capture the 80cc 
Expert class win. 





Dan Smith and Larry Roeseler, both 
riding Husqvarna 510 four-strokes 
finished one-two in the 30th Annual 
Shamrocks Hare & Hound in Fre- 
mont, California, on September 28. 


The September 27 WERA/EBC 
National Endurance Road Race 
Series round at Oklahoma’s Hallett 
Raceway was won by Solmax 
Racing by a margin of just 40 
seconds over runner-up Team 
Hammer. Dwayne Palmer and 
Terry Bailey turned in 231 laps 
aboard the Solmax Racing Yamaha 
FZ750, as did Peter Carroll and 
Doug Toland who rode the Team 
Hammer Suzuki GSXR1100. The 
Yamaha FZ600 of Team Hard To 
Beat with Sam McDonald and В.В. 
Montemayor handling the riding 
finished third with 227 laps. 


World Championship Observed 
Trials Series competitor John Lamp- 
kin, a member of England’s best- 
known off-road family, suffered a 
broken femur in an automobile/ 
motorcycle accident on Saturday, 
September 13. Lampkin was driving 





a car given to his brother David by 
father Arthur as a birthday present 
and the car collided with a motorcycle 
traveling in the opposite direction on 
a highway near the Lancashire-North 
Yorshire border. David Lampkin suf- 
fered shock and whiplash and a pas- 
senger, trials rider James Snowden, 
suffered serious internal injuries. The 
rider and passenger on the motorcy- 
cle were killed. 


Shobert’s $40,000 bonus from 
the Camel Pro Dirt Track Series 
puts him in fourth on the all-time 
point fund earning list behind Jay 
Springsteen ($144,000), Ricky 
Graham ($134,600) and Randy 
Goss ($121,900); Shobert has 
earned $115, 700. 





Team Yamaha’s Broc Glover hasn't 
raced a motorcycle since April because 
of a wrist injury, but his extensive 
bicycle training paid off when he 
won the 50-mile Rosarito Beach to 
Ensenada bicycle race on September 
27 in Baja California, Mexico. Glover, 
who also competed as part of a team 
put together by the Kawasaki moto- 
cross department that included Jeff 
Ward and Mike Bell, completed the 
50-mile, 12,000 entry race in 1:55; 
Glover has been riding bicycles 250- 
300 miles a week during his wrist 
rehabilitation period. “It was neat,”’ 
Glover said. “А bunch of motocross 
guys did good.” Glover wasn't sure of 
the team's placing but thought that 
Ward and Bell finished in the top 10. 
Glover has scheduled a return to 
motocross at the Tokyo Supercross in 
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November if doctors okay it. “I’m

“I’ve been riding 
mountain bikes with Broc Glover 
back home, and my wife and I spend 
some time with her parents here in 
Italy. I’m also looking for a sponsor 
for the Paris to Dakar race. That’s 
something I'd really like to до.” 


Fritz Kadlec, the top American in 
this year’s ISDE in Italy, was also 
spectating at the Motocross des 
Nations. “I'm going to get into 
more of this motocross,'' said 
Kadlec. ''Can you believe how fast 
our guys go? Unbelieveable,'' said 
Kadlec.

Police 
recover bikes 
stolen at San 
Jose Mile

LONG BEACH, CA, SEPT.26 
Police in San Jose, California, 
recently recovered two motor- 
cycles stolen September 14 from 
an alleged security parking area 
at the Santa Clara County Fair- 
grounds during the AMA/Camel Pro 
Series, Honda San Jose Mile. At least 
one stolen bike, however, has not 
been recovered and police doubt it 
ever will be found. 

The motorcycles were taken from 
an area reportedly called the “АМА 
Corral" sometime between 4:30 and 
5:30 p.m., (about thetime the National 
main event was being held), accord- 
ing to a spokesman for the San Jose 
Police Department. A 1984 Kawasaki 
Ninja, and a 1986 Yamaha (model 
undisclosed) were recovered within 
hours of the thefts, but there are no 
clues to the whereabouts of a 1985 
Ninja owned by Michael Dingley of 
Fremont (California) Cycle Center. 

" According to the report, there are 
no suspects listed, the case has not 
been assigned, and we have no leads, 














said police when asked to describe the 
status of the Dingley case. 

"At least three motorcycles were 
taken and two arrests were made," 
police said. "We can't tell you whether 
there were more thefts or not. There 
may have been, but thev're not cross- 
referenced to these cases.” 

A 22-year old San Jose man was 
arrested within 24 hours of the race 
for possession of the stolen 1984 Ninja, 
and a 17-year-old youth from San 
Jose was taken into custody within 36 
hours for possessing the stolen Yama- 
ha. Police declined to identify either 
suspect, and also refused to release 
the names of the motorcycles’ owners. 

Dingley, who contacted Cycle News 
directly, said he arrived at the race 
late, just in time to watch the main 
event. He parked his Ninja in the 
alleged secured parking area about 4 
p.m., and when he returned after the 
25-lap feature race his motorcycle 
had vanished. 

"[ parked there with the intent it 
was being watched,” said Dingley. “I 
had a claim check for the bike, but 
when I got back it was gone." 

Dingley, who has been unable to 
determine who was responsible for 
the parking area he said he used dur- 
ing the day of the race, provided 
Cycle News with a photocopy of his 
claam check. The check apparently 
documents his claim to a 1985 Kawa- 
saki Ninja, license number 270896. 

The claim check does not identify 
the agency that 1ssued the check, nor 
does it connect the claim to the Fair- 
grounds, to any other agency, or to 
any specific event. The check does 
warn the check holder that, “we 
assume no liability for theft or dam- 
age, although we will use reasonable 
caution to protect the property of our 
customers.” 

“To our knowledge there was no 
such (parking) area,” said Charles 
Perrotta, an attorney for the Santa 
Clara County Fairgrounds Associa- 
tion. “We don't use a claim check. If 
someone was doing that, they had no 
authority to do 1t. 

"(Dingley) claims he was led to 
believe he had secured parking," said 
Perrotta. ''He called it the AMA Cor- 
ral. To our knowledge we do not 
have anything like that. We'll haveto 
check with the promoter, Ken Clapp, 
to see if there was anything like that.” 

Clapp, speaking for Bob Barkhi- 
mer Associates — the company that 
promoted the San Jose Mile — said, 
"We don't have anything to do with 
parking. The Fairgrounds took park- 
ing away from us years ago. [hey 
charge people to park and it's the 
Fairgrounds' responsibility to over- 
see that. 

"(Dingley) has called (the Fair- 
grounds Association) and they refuse 
to talk to him on the phone," Clapp 
said. “The problem they have is, 
they're self-insured and they don't 
want to belly up to the bar and start 
writing checks for motorcycles. The 
Fairgrounds has total, absolute, 
financial and moral responsibility. 
BBA is no way involved with the 
thefts of these motorcycles.” 

There is no such thing as the AMA 
Corral, according to Pat McCoy of 
the American Motorcyclist Associa- 
tion. “No parking is ever under the 
control of the AMA," she said. "It's 
always under the control of either the 
promoter or the facility owner. To 
my knowledge, we had nothing to do 
with it.” 

Dingley's Kawasaki is black and 
red (about a 50/50 color mix), and 
appears slightly different from other 
Ninjas because the mirrors have been 
removed. Anyone in the San Jose area 
who has seen a motorcycle that 
matches that description should con- 
tact the San Jose Police Department 
(408/277-4156) or Fremont Cycle 
Center (408/793-7311). e

Mrs. Barrow was absolutely correct 
in her observation of the lack of door 
prizes given out at these Nationals, 
however being a member of Square 
Deal I know how much effort went 
into promoting these events.’ 

Part of the promoting was obtain- 
ing prizes to be given out at the 
events. Over 200 requests for mer- 
chandise was sent out and the response 
we received was paltry to say the least. 
The companies Mrs. Barrow menti- 
oned (Wiseco, Klotz and Shoei) were 
all contacted at least twice. Wiseco 
was the only one to contribute any- 
thing and that consisted of a paper 
Wiseco banner. Big deal. 

All the major helmet companies 
were contacted including Shoei, Bell, 
etc., and they all thanked us for 
asking but were unable to contribute 
anything. Maushin was the only com- 
pany to donate a helmet. 

The jackets had to be mailed be- 
cause we had no way of knowing who 
was going to win so obviously their 
sizes were unknown, and the jackets 
were paid for by Square Deal. 

The major donor was Carlisle Tire 
Co. who gave 13 tires, and we cer- 
tainly thank them for that. Of course, 
if it hadn’t been for American Honda, 
who contributed the tropies, Square 
Deal Riders would have lost more 
money than they did. That’s right, 
the expenses outweighed the income. 
It wasn’t exactly a financial bonanza. 

We asked the same question as 
Mrs. Barrow did. "What happened to 
all the sponsors?" No one was more 
discouraged than Square Deal 
members. 

I do, however, disagree with Mrs. 
Barrow in one respect. I too have 
attended many Nationals with my 
sons, and never did we go for the 
purpose of feeling good because of 
receiving door prizes. Competing on 
‘a national level, receiving a national 
trophy, a national number, and 
national recognition should be suffi- 
cient encouragement. 

If a young rider places more em- 
phasis on prizes than he does on 
national competition he should ree- 
valuate his purpose for racing.

Series: Final round 


Record-setting win to 
Shobert at Sacto Mile

SACRAMENTO, CA, SEPT. 27 


Bubba Shobert became the first man 1n his- 
tory to win nine National events in a single 
season tonight by topping the 25-lap mile 
National at Cal-Expo Fairgrounds. The win 


was also Shobert's 19th career 
mile victory, putting him three 
ahead of Ricky Graham in the 
record book. 


Shobert broke away from the pack 
early in the main event on the chilly 
evening, but second-place rider Doug 
Chandler got another chance to catch 
the fleet Team Honda/ Bell/Vetter/- 
Kerker/Fox rider when the race was 
stopped on lap 18 for a Graham crash 
in turn three; Graham was unin- 
jured, but did not make the restart. 


Chandler's second-place finish 
moved him into third in final Camel 
Pro Series point standings behind 
Shobert and Parker; Chris Carr, who 
was third before Sacramento, encoun- 


tered mechanical problems which left 


him with no points, and in fourth for 
the year; Graham is one point behind 
Carr їп fifth. 


Qualifying 
Carr rode his Mert Lawwill-tuned 


Harley to the fastest qualifying lap of 
the day, at 37.481 seconds. Shobert's 


Ricky Graham (3) and Doug Chandler (10) raced hard for second place in the 
main until Graham fell on lap 18. Chandler then took an easy runner-up. 


37.493-second lap was just a shade 
slower than Carr's, and put him on 
the pole for heat two. Chandler turned 
a 37.849, and Alex Jorgensen a 37.989 
to sit on the poles in heats three and 
four. Graham was fifth quickest at 
38.026, while Jay Springsteen (38.147), 
Ronnie Jones (38.183), Steve More- 
head (38.216), Chad Felicio (38.229) 
and Keith Day (38.277) filled out the 
top 10 spots. 

Junior National Champion Bryan 
McDowell took his restricted Harley- 
Davidson XR750 to the top Junior 
qualifying position, stopping the 
clock at 39.339. 


Heats 

When the first 10-mile heat race 
got underway, Morehead and Pete 
Hames were first into turn one. How- 
ever, by turn three, Morehead was 
dropped to third behind new leader 
Carr and Hames. Once out front, 
Carr quickly pulled away from a 
draft-and-pass game for second be- 
tween Hames, Morehead and road 
racer Wayne Rainey; Felicio would 
stick a wheel in once in a while to 
keep things interesting. The posi- 
tions changed in each turn, and rid- 
ers would bounce from second to 
fifth, back to second again. When the 
white flag came out, Harley-Davidson 
Motor Co./Electro/Lawwill/Shoei/ 
Hap Jones/RS Taichi/Hi-Point- 
sponsored Carr had a half-straight- 
away lead over Morehead and 
Rainey. The three transfer positions 
held to the checkered flag, forcing 
Hames and Felicio to ride a semi. 

Dave Durelle was quickest to react 
to the green light in heat two, and 
sped into turn one ahead of Jones and 
Rod Farris. Jones grabbed the lead in 
turn three, but didn't hold it for long, 
as Shobert came thundering past every- 
one on the inside just past the start/ 
finish line to take over the point. 
Gill/GF Racing/Shoei/ Megacycle/ 
Knight-back Jones and Farris filed in 
behind while Durelle dropped to 
sixth behind Day and Jon Cornwell. 
Therace was for second; Jones would 
take the position in turn one, then 
Farris would take it back in three. 
Finally, Farris inched ahead and 
maintained the position all the way 
to the checkered behind Shobert. Jones 
made the transfer, while Day and 
Cornwell finished fourth and fifth. 

Chandler was third at the start of 
heat race three, but he led the pack as 
they crossed the line to end lap one. 
Honda-mounted Terry Poovey wasn't 
going to let the race be lopsided, and 
chased after Chandler; Steve Eklund 
and Springsteen were third and fourth, 
respectively. While Poovey and 


Chandler took turns leading, Spring- 
er went to work to catch Eklund. As 
the laps counted down, the race got 
tighter. Lap eight saw Poovey sur- 
render his last shot at leading when 
Chandler drafted by in turn three. 
Eklund and Springsteen's race car- 
ried them up behind Poovey, and as 
they neared the white stripe for the 
final time, Springer and Eklund 
pulled out for a pass. Springsteen 
made it by half a wheel to finish 
second behind Chandler, while Poo- 
vey had to settle for third; Eklund 
finished a disappoinung fourth. 
Heat four was one of the best races 
of the evening as Graham, Parker, 
Tom Maitland and Jorgensen (Pio- 
neer Trucking/Sutter/Hi-Point/Storz 
Honda) fought for the lead. Jorgensen 
was third on lap one, but slipped off 
the groove in turns one/two and 
quickly dropped back to seventh. 
Jorgy proved he had the horsepower 
by quickly rejoining the leaders on 
lap three. Graham led most of the 
early laps on the Honda/Arai/Bel- 
Ray/Tsubaki/ND RS750D, while 
Maitland and Parker traded second. 
Near the midway point of the race, 
Maitland turned up the steam to take 
over the lead, only to have Graham 
pass him back. Parker then put Mait- 
land back another spot to race with 
Jorgensen. At the typical-for-a-mile 
close finish, Graham scored the win 
over Parker, Jorgensen and Maitland. 


Semis 


The top two riders from each 10- 
lap semi transferred directly to the 
main, while third through seventh 
went to the Last Chance Qualifier. 

Several riders in the front row of 
the opening semi were a little too 
anxious for the green light, and every- 
one but Boody was sent to the third 
row. Boody didn’t get the holeshot, 
but he was comfortably out front by 
the end of lap one. Hames was charg- 
ing from row three, andin a couple of 
laps, joined Boody up front. Hames 
then led until the midway point, 
when Day, also off row three, caught 
up to race for the lead. Day led a few 
laps at the finish line, but not the one 
that counted, as Hames took the win 
on his Gardner Racing/Arai/Hi- 
Point Harley over Boody for the two 
transfers; Day and Felicio were third, 
and fourth. 

Hank Scott led almost every lap of 
semi two on his KK Aftermarket 
Supply Honda while Eklund and 
Don Howard diced for second. In the 
end, it was Scott and Eklund who 
earned rides in the main, while How- 
ard was forced back to third ahead of 
Maitland.

Last Chance Qualifier 


Cornwell nabbed the holeshot in 
the LCQ, but the race was stopped 
after one lap because the starter felt 
that it wasn't a fair start. When the 
green lit up again, Cornwell was 
again first to turn one, this time 
trailed by Day and Sammy Sweet. 
Day led by a wheel at the start/finish 
line, but it was Sweet who was on the 
gas. He put the Pyramid Builders 
Harley into the lead on lap two for 
two circuits, then Day started making 
a bid for the spot. On each lap, Sweet 
would lead from turn three to turn 
one, then Day would lead from turn 
one back to turn three. On lap eight, 
Felicio went down hard exiting turn 
two, and the race was stopped and 
called complete. Sweet was ahead at 
the right time, and earned the final 
spot in the main event. 


Junior National 


Top qualifier McDowell had little 
trouble winning the opening six-lap 
Junior heat race over Chance Darling 
and Adam Sabedra. Heat two had 
Bryan Villella get off the line in 
sixth, jam into second by turn three, 
then take the lead for good on the 
front straight. Honda-mounted Bobby 
McDowell kept Villella honest until 
the finish, as the leading duo pulled 
out from third-place rider Tony Har- 
rell. 

In the main, Darling grabbed the 
holeshot over McDowell; MC Racing/ 
Wood Racing/Tsubaki/Chivington 
Honda/Shoei/Lucas Farms/Hog 
Wash/Cam:-2-sponsored Villella was 
fifth. McDowell and Villella were 1-2 
by turn three, and kept an even mar- 
gin over Darling for the first four 
laps. Villella spent lap five reeling in 
McDowell, and he took over the lead 
by turn one of the sixth circuit. Two 
laps later, McDowell used the same 
move to regain the lead. McDowell 
maintained his lead until the final 
go-around, when Villella again drove 
past heading into turn one. Villella's 
momentum carried him out of reach 
for McDowell, and the Wood-Rotax 
rider took the win by a comfortable 
margin. McDowell, Darling and 
Honda RS750-mounted Willie McCoy 
were second through fourth. 


National 


The 25-lap Florin Road Toyota 
Nauonal was plagued by a number of 
DNFs. Of the 17 starters, only 10 rid- 
ers were still running at the finish. 
All 17 riders were rolling on Good- 
year rubber. 

Carr was quickest off the line when 
the green light lit up, followed by 


Graham, Shobert and Chandler. The 
National Champion nabbed second 
in turn three, then moved into the 
lead on lap two; Chandler passed 
Graham for third at the same time. 
On the third lap, Carr's bike began to 
slow, and he dropped from conten- 
tion on lap five. 

Shobert had a clear lead, and had 
broken the draft by lap six; Graham, 
Chandler, Farris, Poovey and Jones 
trailed. Graham and Chandler became 
embroiled in a fierce race for second, 
and they got too far ahead of Farris 
for the Ed Fisher-sponsored rider to 
draft. А good distance behind Farris, 
Poovey and Jones were going at it for 
fifth; they were trailed by Springsteen. 

On laps 10 through 13, Chandler 
and Graham raced side-by-side, with 
Graham usually taking the position 
in turn one and Chandler taking it in 
three. Behind them, Poovey pulled 
out with a blown motor, leaving 
Jones all alone in fifth. 


On lap 15, Springsteen and Jor- 
gensen reeled in Jones, and a tight 
three-way dice for fifth began. By lap 
18, Shobert had nearly a half-straight- 
away lead, and the race looked to be 
as good as over. Then Graham tried 
to stick и under Chander in turn 
three, and apparently had no brakes. 
He touched Chandler's left number 
plate and fell down; he was unhurt. 
Graham's boom box was torn off his 
machine, however, and eighth-place 
rider Morehead, on a Freddie Spen- 
cer/SuperTrapp Honda, ran over it. 
The boom box tore off Morehead’s 
sump, putting him on the DNF list. 

As the red flag came out to stop the 
race for Graham, Farris' boom box 
split down the side, making the bike 
quite loud. In the few moments before 
the restart, most riders flopped their 
rear tires over for fresh rubber, al- 
though there was not excessive wear 
on even the front-runners' tires. Far- 
ris’ crew spent the time trying to 
safety wire and duct tape the boom 
box back together. They sent him out 
for the remaining eight laps with 
crossed fingers. 

On the restart, Shobert jumped 
back out front, followed by Chandler, 
Farris and Jorgensen, who slipped 
off the groove on the 19th lap and 
dropped back two positions behind 
Hames and Springsteen. Jorgy quick- 
ly passed Springsteen and rejoined 
Jones and Hames in the race for 
fourth. At the beginning of lap 20, 
Farris’ boom box had again split, and 
he received the black flag, putting 
him out for the evening. | 

Shobert was again out of Chandler's

reach by lap 21, and Chandler in turn 
was comfortably ahead of a Jorgen- 
sen/Hames/Jones race for third; 
Springsteen was catching up from 
sixth. 

While Shobert and Chandler con- 
tinued their romp to the finish line, 
the race for third got even hotter. On 
lap 22, they crossed the line Jones, 
Hames, Jorgensen, Springsteen, with 
Parker not far behind in seventh. The 
next circuit had Hames drop back off 
the pace; Jorgensen wenta little high 
in turns one/two, and Springsteen 
took over fourth behind Jones. On 
the final lap, Springer put Jones back 
to fourth in turn two, and the three 
raced side-by-side down the back 
straight. Positions shuffled in the 
final turns, and they blasted out of 
four in single file. Jorgensen pulled 
to the outside to run side-by-side with 
Jones at the finish; third went to 
Jorgy by a wheel, with Jones, Spring- 
steen and Parker finishing fourth 
through sixth. 

Shobert had already taken his 25th 
career National win, moving him out 
of a tie for fifth on the all-time win 
list with Dick Mann and Graham. He 
said, “All I can say is, that last lap 
was the longest of my career. With 
only eight laps left (at the red flag), I 
thought I pretty much had it wrapped 
up, if my bike didn’t break. On the 
restart, it always gives the guys a 
chance to hook up with you, so I tried 
to run the first few laps and get away, 


then I backed off and rode safe." He 
added, “Га really like to thank my 
mechanics Skip Eaken and Ray 
Plumb." 

Chandler's second place capped off 
an excellent string of finishes during 
the three final rounds; he won the 
San Jose Mile and Ascot Half Mile 
during the past few weeks on his 
Jerry Griffith-tuned Freddie Spencer/ 
Superlrapp Racing Honda, which 
vaulted him into third in final series 
points. е

Surrealistic happening 


SAN FELIPE/ENSENADA, BC, MEXICO, SEPT. 20 

Salvador Dali would have loved La Carrera 
II. Had he been there, the Spanish surrealist 
artist would have added it to the list of events 
he's called “‘surrealistic happenings." 


Picture this: a run-what-ya- 
brung road race taking place 
on Mexico Highway 3 in Baja 
California, starting north of 


the fishing village of San Felipe 
on Baja's east coast and covering 
approximately 125 miles of flat desert 
straightaways and several very twisty 
mountain range roads until it ends at

a Junkyard just west of downtown 
Ensenada on Baja's west coast. En- 
senada is perhaps best known for its 
own happenings which take place at 
places like Hussong's Cantina and 
Papa's & Beer nearly every night of 
the year. 

To set the tone for the race, listen 
in as a competitor asks co- promoter 
Loyal Truesdale where the tech in- 
spection which his entry blank said 
would start at 4 p.m. on Friday was to 
take place. 

"Tech inspection? You made it 
through the border crossing inspec- 
tion station in Tijuana, didn't you? 
Well, then you passed tech.”’ 

Starting time? Scheduled for 10 
a.m. on Saturday but delayed by 
things like an 18-wheeler taking out 
а support crew's truck and trailer at 
the start area, movie producer Hal 
Needham's film plane "illegally" 





parked at the start area—out of gas, 
the fact that several 18-wheelers were 
on the course, and confusion about 
who was to start when. 

A mixed bag of machinery, you ask. 
You beuer believe it. There was ex- 
paratrooper, former stunt man, movie 
producer (Smokey and the Bandit, 
etc.) and multi-millionaire Needham 
with one of Burt Reynolds and his 
Harry Gant Skoal Bandit NASCAR 
stock cars, complete with a 300 mph 
speedometer. 

"We'll probably cruise at 180 or so 
on the straights," said a Needham 
crew member. They didn't say they'd 
average 142.41 mph in winning the 
car portion of the race by 22 seconds 
over a full-blown Porscheeven though 
Needham stopped and changed all 
four tires and gassed the stocker en 
route to Ensenada. 

Besides Needham's stock car and

an assortment of Porsches, the car 
grid was filled with Corvettes, Jagu- 
ars, Datsun Z cars, an extremely loud 
pickup truck, a Pantera, and one of 
the muscle cars of the sixties—a Ply- 
mouth Road Runner complete with 
a wing. 

Only one car challenged Needham's 
Skoal Bandit and its accompanying 
spare in an 18-wheeler for stares and 
that was the Ford police car you 
might have seen in the movie Can- 
nonball. Remember the lights, siren 
and changing plates? They were 
there. In fact, as the starter clicked off 
the last 10 seconds before he waved 
the green flag on the police special, 
on came the red lights and the Texas 
license plates disappeared as tags 
reading “U.S. Government Marshal" 
slid across them. The green flag 
waved and the siren started wailing. 
Caramba! 

Motorcycles ranged from a 125cc 
Cagiva with dustbin fairing piloted 
by Dan Hannebrink to the Harley 
883 Sportster of Motorcyclist maga- 
zine's Nick Ienatsch. A Sportster that 
by the way ran more like Harley's 
Lucifer’s Hammer than it did a 
Sportster. 

Throw in a bunch of Ducatis and 
Cagivas, a quintet of Kawasaki 250 
Ninjas, a group of Honda XR600s, a 
couple of Triumphs and BMWs, and 
assorted other bikes and you get what 
certainly can be called a mixed bag 
field. 


Names? Have two-time Grand 
National Champion and Daytona 
200 winner Gary Nixon, 1972 Grand 
National Champion Mark Brelsford, 
and former world class road racer 
Cliff Carr, who co-promoted the 
event, join the likes of Mexican race 
champ Jesus (that’s Hey-seuss, 
Mr Howard Cosell) Rodriguez and 
Iron Butt Rally winner George Egloff 
on what Nixon called “baby Ninjas” 
—the 250cc kind, provided by Kawa- 
saki and Del Amo (California) Kawa- 
saki, start them all at once and call 
the finish a tie between Nixon and 


Brelsford. 


“Tied for the win sounds funny," 
said Nixon. “‘But it beats second.” 

Nixon had earlier said there was no 
way he would beable to keep up with 
Brelsford. “He goes over the white 
line in the blind corners in the moun- 
tains. I guess he has eyes that can see 
around corners. I don't, so I stay in 
my lane," said Nixon. Nixon also 
said that until last May's La Carrera, 
he and Brelsford had never really 
spoken much to each other. “When 
we were racing against each other 
back then, he was a Harley guy and I 
was a Triumph guy.” 


Just prior to the start, Nixon and 
Brelsford asked Rodreguez how many 
rpm his baby Ninja was pulling. 
“13,000 in sixth," said the Mexico 
City resident. That brought a howl 
from Nixon and Brelsford whose 
bikes would only pull 12,000 or 
12,500. "We're beaten already,” said 
Nixon. Rodriguez ran out of gas. 

The winner of the spring La Car- 
rera, Steve Anderson of Cycle World, 
pegged Norton John Player Replica- 
mounted Fred Eiker as the winner 
prior to the event. The Battle of the 
Twins competitor proved Anderson 
right as he averaged 111.19 mph on 
his way to the overall win. 

Second overall went to Kevin Erion 
and his Cagiva Е-1 at an average 
speed of 109.71 mph. 

The bike of the third overall fin- 
isher, Motorcyclist magazine's Nick 
Ienatsch, was an eye-opener from 
when it first blasted off the starung 
line until it hit the finish line. 

What started life as a Harley- 
Davidson 883 Sportster is now а 
1203cc rocket that produces more 
than double the stock horsepower— 
92.5 on the Jerry Branch dyno as 
opposed to stock output of 44.7. 

Tuned by freelance writer Joe Min- 
ton, whose work appears in Motorcy- 
clist апа Easyriders, the bike was 
built as a special project bike for 
Motorcyclist (check out that maga- 
zine's December issue). Minton says 
he plans to market the bike. 

Ienatsch carried a gas can bungee- 
corded to the back of the Sportster in 
hopes that the spare gas and the three 
gallons the bike's tank held would 
get him to the race's gas stop. It did, 
but barely. The Sportster went on 
one cylinder 10 miles out from the 
stop and lIenatsch felt that cost him 
second overall. Ienatsch managed to 
average 102.04 mph despite the gas 
problem. 

The only other finisher to average 
over 100 mph was Norton-mounted 
Chris Scott who finished fourth 
overall at an average speed of 100.59 
mph. 

Fifth overall finisher John Exley 
and his Ducati just missed as they 
averaged 99.95 mph. 

Riders and/or machines of note 
include the sole lady entrant, Mari- 
anne Robinson, who finished the race 
aboard a Honda Interceptor; the second 
place finish in the Exhibition class 
by Bob Karol and his 1971 Honda 
500-4 that was “sweetly tuned" by 
Curt Jordan (“I was really impressed 
when I realized I was going down the 
straights at 13,000 rpm and was more 
impressed when I found out after the 
race that a lot of new type bikes had 
broken down,” said Karol.); the

Yamaha 920 Virago ridden by David 
Busby and tuned by Bob Work, who 
many will remember for his work 
with road racer Steve Baker in the 
seventies, and which made the team a 
“two-time loser” according to Work 
who said that while standing next to 
the team box van which had blown 
its transmission halfway between 
San Felipe and Ensenada; and the 
lovingly cared for 18-wheeler that 
hauled Needham’s car and a spare to 
Mexico and made more than one jaw 
drop and more than one pair of eyes 
open wide as it cruised through 
downtown Ensenada. 

"When I was a kid I'd read about 
the Mexican Road Race,” said co- 
promoter Truesdale, “апа here I am 
putting this race on. Ain’t it bit- 
chin'?" 

Looking like a kid turned loose in 
a candy store, Truesdale never stopped 
walking up and down the line of 
bikes and cars awaiting their “‘min- 
ute" to come up at the start. 

“Look here. What do we have here? 
Hey, buddy, have a good race. Hey, 
BMW riders. Lets hear it for BMW 
riders. Can you move out of the way a 
bit, I'm getting my picture taken 
with Hal and the Skoal Bandit. Can 
you believe this? Isn’t this great? 
Wow! I can't believe...” 

As late as the race was getting 
underway, so was the awards presen- 
tation at the Ensenada Convention 
Center. That’s at the Convention 
Center, not 7n the Convention Cen- 
ter. Make that in the parking lot of 
the Convention Center. 

This publication couldn't arrange 
for the Cycle News Finish Line 
Camera to be in Ensenada to catch

the Brelsford/Nixon "tie" because 
that piece of equipment was commit- 
ted to the Camel Pro race at Ascot. 
But the Cycle News van was there and 
its headlights provided illumination 
for theawards ceremony (to the point 
that its battery died—thanks, Gary 
and Walt, for the jump start). 

It was only after the awards were 
handed out that word went around as 
to why the presentation was late. 
Competitor Bob Anderson, Bullet Bob 
to his friends, had suffered fatal 
injuries just 10 miles from the finish 
line. 

“That’s sad news," said one com- 
petitor, “but I guess it's part of the 
game and if nothing else, you can say 
he went out doing something he 
loved to do—race."' 

Racing is a risk sport. Take it to the 
limit. Pump adrenaline. Money won't 
get you a bull to fight as a matador in 
Mexico, but come up with the $195 
La Carrera entry fee and you'll be 
able to face the bull known as Mexico 
Highway 3. As Bob Anderson found 
out, that bull can gore you. Gods- 
peed, Bob. *

USA rules the world in 
Motocross des Nations

mounted Johnson rode admirably, 
but everyone in the American camp 
admitted that it was Johnny O' who 
put on a real show. O’ Mara rode his 
production 125 to the limits, and in 
moto two diced up through the pack 
and then passed 500cc World Cham- 
pion David Thorpe, who rode a works 
500cc Honda to third. 

This win marks the sixth consecu- 
tive year that the USA team has won 
the event, but never before has the 
team as a whole performed so flaw- 
lessly. Great Britain, Italy, Finland 
and Holland claimed second through 
fifth, respectively, in the final 
standings. 

А crowd estimated at 30,000 jammed 
onto the Maggiora course to watch 
the prestigious World Championship 
event. Though partial to their own 
Italian riders, it was the Americans 
who most came to see. Thousands 
of fans thronged around the USA 
camp, and Johnson, Bailey and 
O’ Mara spent hours each day signing 


autographs. It was easy to see why — 
all three riders used their Supercross 
skills to thrill the crowd. In Satur- 
day's practice session, O Mara grabbed 
some air at the top of a huge uphill, 
and then threw a thumbs-up at his 
fans. The crowd roared as the an- 
nouncer exclaimed, ''American 
Johnny O’Show — magnifico!” 

"Sure, I can't climb those hills like 
the bigger bikes, but I can come down 
the other side at three times the 
speed," O'Mara said after finishing 
practice. "I can whip it into the 
corners really hard using all that 
momentum and intimidate the other 
guys.” 

“If I get good starts I can win,” 
Johnson said after posting a two- 
minute, 26-second lap for the day’s 
fastest time. “The hills aren’t just 
horsepower, you have to use tech- 
nique. This is really different from 
the states; it's tougher than Unadilla. 
They could never run intermediates 
here - they'd get killed."

"Sometimes I wonder how they go 
so fast," Bailey said in reference to the 
Europeans. '"They just don't have the 
style we do, but some of them still get 
around quick." 

After a morning practice session 
and opening ceremonies on Sunday, 
the first moto was staged to start at 
2:30 p.m. А two-row start was used 
for each moto and each team had one 
rider on the front row and one on the 
back. Moto one was a 125/250cc 
combination, and America opted to 
put O'Mara up front with Johnson 
directly behind. 

After the first turn the finishing 
order was set. Johnson took the holc- 
shot with O'Mara a close second. “‘I 
didn't hear him (Johnson) coming at 
first, but then I saw his wheel and 
knew it was time to move over," 
O'Mara said about the start. 

Former 125cc World Champion 
Eric Geboers gated well for the Bel- 
gian team, but slid out in an uphill 
turn on lap one and lost position. 
Italy's Michele Rinaldi brought the 
crowd to crescendo with his ride to 
third. He displaced France's Chris- 
uan Vimond for the slot on lap three 
and then maintained his pace to the 
finish, 26 seconds behind O’ Mara. 
Vimond, on a 250cc Honda, faded 
back and fell off the pace on lap 
seven. 

Holland’s Jon Van den Berk rode 
consistently to lock up fourth. Fin- 
ishing fifth and sixth were Great Bri- 
tain’s Jeremy Whatley and Sweden’s 
Peter Hansson. The pair diced for 
most of the moto and worked past 
Finland’s Pekka Vehkonen on lap 12. 
Vehkonen carded a seventh. 

Per FIM rules, riders in each moto 
were scored separately according to 
their displacement class. The higher 
the finish the lower the point score, 
so after one moto it was Team USA 
with two points. Johnson scored the 
250cc win and O’Mara topped the 

125s. 

“I was trying to haul butt even fas- 
ter than I was but I was sliding all 
over," Johnson said after his win. “I 
started staying more conservative Over 
the tops of those blind uphills, because 
there are shadows on the faces of the 
jumps and you can’t see how much 
shale is sticking out. I’m just glad I 
was able to get the job done.” 

“The track is getting slippery in 
spots," O'Mara said after keeping 
Johnson in sight for the entire race. 
"You just can't come in hard and 
grab some front brake like in prac- 
tice. I really had to maneuver to hook 
up on a 125. I ride them all the time, 
though, and it's not like Гуе been off 
one for a long time. Riding a 125 
keeps your style sharp and tangy.” 


A one hour intermission didn't 
give O'Mara much time to rest and it 
was soon time to stage for moto two. 
Tuner Chris Haines dropped a new 
set of clutch plates into O’Mara’s 125 
while Johnson and O'Mara talked 
strategy with Bailey. The hilly course, 
which started the weekend covered 
with fresh sod, was now rough and 
rocky. 

Bailey gridded his big bore Honda 
on the gate with O'Mara behind him 
in row two. After turn one it was Bai- 
ley all the way. The newly-crowned 
500cc National Champion roosted 
away from the pack and didn't look 
back. O'Mara got off 1 1th and had his 
work cut out. It was now that his 
extensive training came into play; 
O'Mara rode clean lines and kept the 
power on lap after lap, picking off 
riders one by one. 

Denmark's Ole Svendsen and 
France's Yves Gervaise dropped their 
500s in a tangle at the start. Italian 
hopeful Massimo Contini also crashed 
on lap one, putting him out of con- 
tention. 

By lap four O’ Mara had moved up 
to seventh. Belgium’s Georges Jobe 
had been holding the pace behind 
Bailey for the first two laps, but then 
dropped to fourth when Holland's 
Jan Van Doorn апа England's Thorpe 
moved by. Two laps later Thorpe 
passed Van Doorn for second. 

O’Mara picked up one place each 
lap, working by many of the world’s 
top 500cc riders. O’ Mara was closing 
on Jobe when the Belgian tumbled 
over a small uphill jump. On laps 
8-10, O"Mara stalked Thorpe, then 
finally motored by for second. Dur- 
ing the last four laps of the race 
O'Mara went on cruise control, hold- 
ing a pace which brought him within 
sight of Bailey at the finish. The 
crowd roared in approval as the 
Americans took the final circuit, and 
O'Mara reciprocated by hollering 
back through many of the corners. 

Former 250 and 500cc World Cham- 
pion Hakan Carlqvist scored top 
points for Sweden by passing Van 
Doorn for fourth on lap nine. Another 
former champion Heinz Kinigadner 
scored for Austria by piloting his big. 
KTM to sixth. The Italian’s top man 
was Corrado Maddii in seventh. Jobe 
regrouped and challenged Maddii in 
every turn on the last lap, but Мадаи 
held off the attempts, relegating Jobe 
to eighth. 

With one moto remaining in the 
Motocross des Nations, America had 
won overall honors. Bailey and 
O'Mara picked up one point each via 
their class wins, and with a total of 
four Team USA was unbeatable. Amer- 
ica had posted a perfect score.

“Т1 gave everything I had, I'm totally 
drained," O’ Mara said. “Its not 
important to me who I beat, I did it 
for the team. I could go fast every- 
where on the course except on the 
uphills. I wasn't giving up much 
horsepower either. My 125 was run- 
ning as fast as some of the 250s. We've 
got this thing wrapped up with four 
top finishes; now I want Ricky and 
David to go for the clean sweep.” 

Bailey returned to the Honda trans- 
porter after the moto and had a short 
therapy session with Dr. Metzger, the 
physician who helped Bailey attain 
this year's 500c title. 

O'Mara asked for a clean sweep 
and that's what Bailey and Johnson 
gave him in the final 250/500cc moto. 
Thorpe took the holeshot followed 
by Bailey, who gridded on the gate. 
Johnson was third followed by Van 
Doorn, San Marino's Giovanni Gava- 
torta, Finland's Kurt Ljungqvist, 
Australia's Craig Dack, Denmark's 
Soeren Mortensen and England's 
Whatley. Bailey slipped by Thorpe 
on lap two and Johnson quickly 
closed the gap to challenge Thorpe 
for second. Three laps later Johnson 
got around and set out after Bailey, 
who had opened up а big lead. 

Behind the top three Van Doorn 
and Dack were dicing for fourth with 
Ljungqvist and Whatley contesting 
sixth. In the late stages of the race, 
Van Doorn faded to ninth. It was 
Rinaldi who posted the hardest ride 
in the moto. Spurred on by his Italian 
fans, hecame from an 18th place start 
and fought every step of the way for a 
sixth place finish. 

Bailey slowed through the final 
turns to wait for Johnson so they 
could finish side-by-side in a team 
effort. Bailey looked over his shoulder 


for Johnson through the final turn, 
but Johnson was too close for com- 
fort and Bailey knocked him over. 
Johnson remounted quickly and the 
pair crossed the finish line, hands 
raised together in a gesture of victory. 
Thorpe held third followed by Dack, 
Whatley and then Rinaldi. 

The final tally had Great Britain 
taking second with 10 points fol- 
lowed by Italy with 13. A very close 
fourth was Finland, who amassed 14 
points. 

It was the most perfect of days for 
Team USA. A victory party was 
thrown by the promoter following 
the event, and the celebration went 
on late into the night. 

“This has been a great race on a 
great track and the Italian fans were 
some of the finest I've ever raced for,” 
Bailey said at the celebration. “In 
America, we work very hard in order 
to perform well in racing. This is a 
really big pay-off for all that effort. 
This day in Italy is one I'll remember

Manneh, Leisk, 
Manley haul at 
Huron

Bader Manneh, Jeff Leısk and Brıan Manley 
each claimed victories during round three of 
Continental Motosport Club’s Dodge Dako- 


ta-sponsored Trans-Cal Series, this week 


held at Huron Cycle Park. 
18 Manneh mastered the 125cc Pro 


| class on his Hallman-backed 
Yamaha, while Honda support 


rider Leisk and Malcolm Smith-spon- 
sored Manley locked up wins in the 
250 and 500cc divisions. 

Manneh used conservative but ef- 
fective riding techniques to capture 
the 125cc overall with a 3-1 tally. In 
the first moto, Manneh simply sat 
back and held onto a comfortable 
third-place position, while Honda 
rider Willie Surratt and Yamaha- 
mounted Doug Dubach diced fever- 
ishly for the lead with Dubach taking 
the win. Inthe second moto, Manneh 
had an easy time of it by taking the 
holeshot and leading from start to 
finish, thus, nailing the overall. Sur- 
ratt finished second ın the moto for 
second overall. 

The young speedster from Austra- 
lia, Leisk, showed some of his Nation- 
al-caliber style when he used hard- 
charging, aggressive and determined 
riding. to overcome early leaders 
Dubach and Tommy Watts in both 
motos. Leisk combined a flawless 1-1 
tally for the overall, while Watts used 
consistent 2-2 finishes to secure second 
overall ahead of Dubach, who went 
5-4 on the day. 

If it wasn't for a broken rear disc 
brake reservoir on his Honda, Man- 
ley had the chance for a clean sweep 
in the 500 class. During the first 
moto, Manley was cruising out in 
front when he lost all the brake fluid 
in his rear brake, but Manley man- 
aged to holdall but Watts back in the 
moto to finish second. Manley’s luck 
was nothing but good in round two, 
as he led from start to finish. 

Suzuki-mounted Jimmy Gaddis 
dominated both 80cc Expert motos 
with flawless performances. The 
Suzuki rider claimed victories in both 
motos for the overall, while Yamaha 
pilot Shane Trittler finished second 
via a 4-2 tally. Another Suzuki rider, 
Buddy Antunez, settled into. third 
with a 2-4 combination. 

Yamaha rider Billy Grossi con- 
tinued to dominate the Vet Pro class, 
todav, with back-to-back wins. Gros- 
si's main concern in both motos was 
another Yamaha-mounted rider, Gary 
Semics, who finished second each 
time out. Third went to Duane Joice 
and his Honda. 

The first 125cc Pro moto featured a 
heated duel for the lead between 
Dubach and Surratt. Dubach nailed 
down the holeshot and maintained 
his lead despite һеауу pressure by 
Surratt, Manneh, Sean Wooten (Hon- 
da), Chaun McAllister (Yamaha) and 
Kvle Lewis (Honda). Lewis, how- 
ever, quickly put the move on McAI- 


lister, taking over fifth. A lap later 
Lewis was fourth. 

Up front the two leaders, Dubach 
and Surratt, were pushing each other 
hard, and in doing so, they had 
pulled a seven-second lead over third 
place Manneh. By the fourth lap, 
Lewis was in control of fourth, ahead 
of Wooten, McAllister and Honda 
riders Ores Bray and Dennis Parker. 
Two laps later, the lead battle was 
sull going strong, while Yamaha 
rider Brian Myerscough and Honda 
pilot Craig Canoy were moving up 
through traffic after midpack starts. 

Soon after, Surratt put the move on 
Dubach, diving to the inside and 
slipping by. But Dubach retaliated a 
few turns later. The dogfight for the 
lead turned into a see-saw battle for 
the next few laps until Dubach got 
the upper hand and continued on 
with his lead. Bv this time, Kawasaki 
rider Jeff Matiasevich was fifth ahead 
of Mverscough. On the final lap, Sur- 
ratt made his final move and motored 
by Dubach on a straightaway and 
held on for the last few turns to take 
the win ahead of Dubach, Manneh, 
Lewis and Matiasevich. 

Mototwo saw Manneh blow out of 
the gate and into the lead, pursued by 
Yamaha rider Eddie Hicks, Lewis, 
Canov, Kawasaki-mounted Brian 
Brunner, Honda rider Dallen McKen- 
ny and Michael Craig (Yamaha). 
Dubach was involved in a first-turn 
crash that left him near the end of the 
pack; Surratt was eighth. 

By the fifth lap, Manneh had com- 
plete control of the situation with a 
strong lead over Hicks. Surratt had 
taken over sixth, then passed Brunner 
two laps later. Lewis held on to third 
but Canoy was hot on his rear fender. 
Canoy eventually stuffed his way by 
Lewis but crashed shortly after and 
dropped out of the top 10. 

For most of the race, 1t was Man- 
neh out in front cruising ahead of 
Hicks, Lewis, Surratt and Mvers- 
cough. With three laps remaining, 
Surratt was desperately trying to find 
the hot line around Lewis, pushing 
him to the limit. Two laps from the 
finish, Lewis finally gave in to Sur- 
ratt’s pressure, dropping back to 
fourth. At the finish, it was Manneh 
taking the victory and overall ahead 
of Hicks, Surratt, Lewis and Myers- 
cough. 

When the gate dropped for the first 
250cc Pro moto, Dubach shot into the 
lead, while Belcher closely followed. 
Belcher was on the gas and passed 
Dubach, taking over the lead, which

turned into a short-lived one. A few 
turns later, Belcher stalled his Kawa- 
saki in a turn and dropped to third. 
On the move were Leisk and Honda- 
mounted Rick Ryan. At one point, 
Rvan started to pass Leisk but sud- 
denly slowed after somehow break- 
ing his ankle. 

Dubach continued to dominate, 
while Leisk slid into second ahead of 
Belcher, Watts and Jeff Pesteda. Bel- 
cher was hounding Leisk for awhile, 
until he bailed hard and dropped to 
29th. Taking over Belcher's position. 
was Watts, followed by Matiasevich and 
Mike Kiedrowski. With two laps re- 
maining, the leader Dubach crashed 
letting Leisk by. Dubach recovered in 
second place, and when the check- 
ered flag flew, it was Leisk out in 
front followed by Dubach and Watts. 

Dubach once again captured the 
holeshot at the start of the second 
moto just ahead of Wooten, Leisk, 
Yamaha rider Russ Wageman and 
Jeff Stanon. By the second lap, Leisk 
had cleanly passed Dubach, who 
‘crashed shortly after, letting Watts 
have second. Dubach remounted in 
third. Watts then set after the leader, 
Leisk, and started pressuring him in 
every turn. While all this was going 
on, a battle over fourth place between 
Terry Fowler and Stanton was rag- 
ing. Eventually, Stanton opened up 
the throttle to his Kawasaki and 
nipped Fowler through a section of 
whoops. 

Watts set his sights on Leisk and 
stuffed the Honda rider, passing him 
for the lead. Leisk tried to retaliate a 
few laps later in an off-camber turn 
; but failed. Back in third, Dubach was 
feeling the pressure by Stanton, but 
Dubach was maintaining his ground. 

On the last lap, the story unfolded. 
Leisk, who had been searching and 
searching for a line around the leader 
Watts, finally saw his chance head- 
ing down the finish-line straight. He 
pulled up alongside of Watts and 
they dragged raced to the checkered 
flag where he nipped Watts for the 
win. At the same time, Stanton put 
the move on Dubach and made the 
pass. The final moto results showed 
Leisk taking the win (and overall) 
ahead of Watts, Stanton, Dubach and 
.Matiasevich. 

In the first 500cc Pro moto, Honda- 
mounted Manley roosted into the 
lead ahead of Joey Schlag (Honda), 
Watts, Willy Simons, Greg Torger- 
son (Kaw) and Stanton. 

. By the second lap, Watts had taken 
over second and set after leader Man- 
Jey. Watts stalked Manley for the first 





four laps before making his move in 
an off-camber turn, taking advantage 
of Manley’s rear brake problem. The 
move payed off as Watts stuffed his 
way into the number one position, 
just after Wageman crashed and 
dropped back to about 10th. 

From that point on, Watts com- 
pletely dominated the moto, while 
Manley hung on to second with his 
crippled Honda. Simons took over 
third on the seventh lap after passing 
Schlag. Wageman, following in 
Simons’ knobby prints, also passed 
Schlag for fourth. The remainder of 
the race stood the same with Watts 
taking the easy win, followed by 
Manley, Simons, Wageman and 
Schlag. 

The second moto once again had 
Manley taking the holeshot with 
Schlag, Wageman and Watts in tow. 
After the first lap, Manley still had 
control but Watts and Simons were 
on the prowl. Watts had taken over 
second place, while Simons tucked in 
and zeroed in on third. Wageman fol- 
lowed in fourth just ahead of Stan- 
ton, who was pressuring. By the 
eighth lap, Stanton snuck by Wage- 
man and settled into fourth, and 
three laps after that, Simons saw his 
chance and blew by Watts over a 
tabletop jump. For the next four 
laps, positions stayed the same with 
Manley cruising out in front, ahead 
of Simons, Watts, Stanton and Wage-

Motorcycle drag racing took a quantum leap 
into the future of speed as a large field of 18 


lop 


Fuelers and Funny Bikes battled to 


qualify 1nto and conquer a select eight-bike 


field at the Dragbike/USA 
IHRA TV 5 Fallnationals. 

The historic Bristol Interna- 
tional Dragway strip. was in 
perfect condition for the meeting 
with high traction throughout the 
1320-foot acceleration surface. 

Qualifying on Saturday was shor- 
tened to two sessions by rain. A third 
session was readied at 3 a.m. —right, 
3 a.m. Sundav morning, but due to 
slight dampness on the shutdown 
area of the track both the Funny Car 
and Top Fuel bike sessions were can- 
celed. 

It was during the very first round of 
qualifying that Mark Miller of Kis- 
simme, Florida, on the Brunson-Miller- 
Lundquist Kawasaki, tuned bv Bill 
Hahn, set the motorcycle drag world 
on its ear with the first six-second run 
ever recorded. It was a 6.989 at 186.33 
mph and everybody went bananas. 


‘The previous record of 7.17 had been 


set at Maple Grove Raceway two 

vears ago by Elmer Trett. 
Immediately a cry went up about а 

"jump start” but the IHRA starter, 


who had caught a jump start at the 


| 


prior Bristol event disallowed any 
conjecture and declared а perfect start 
and legal run. 

Miller's tower reaction time (the 
amount of time between the green 
light and the bike's departure from 
the line) was a positive number, indi- 
cating a clean leave. 

Unlike many events, the event was 
supervised in the timing tower bv 
Chrondek factory representative Fred 
Markwalter who was operating a 
brand new set of freshly certified 
clocks. The run was on the level and 
the clocks were square. 

So, the run was good, the time was 
for real, and then the question was 
could Miller back it up. Many times 
new feats of speed in motorcycle drag 
racing are clouded in their validity by 
the lack of a backup run or by non- 
certified clocks. Miller was one-up on 
these other feats alreadv, but now the 
task was set. A 6.989 could be backed 
up (proven legal) with Miller run- 
ning a second pass within one-percent 
of that. That meant the turbo Kawa- 
saki would have to run a 7.058 to put 
Miller in the record book. 

Miller did it! Round опе of elimi- 





nations took place at 2 p.m. on Sun- 
day and he was ready. His opponent 
was John Sands, a respected veteran 
Honda rider from Columbia, South 
Carolina, on a fuel injected. nitro 
burner. On the flash of the green, 
Miller cut a superb light, taking only 
.196 seconds after the green to, get 
underway. After that superb launch, 
Miller cruised to a better-than-needed 
7.017 at 185.75 to top Sands’ 
7.73/ 167.8. 

The mark was set, the books closed 
on и and only the smaller matter of 
defeating the toughest field in the 
history of motorcycle drag racing lay 
ahead. The eight-bike field was set 
with the bump spot, the slowest time 
qualified for the event, was an amaz- 
ing 7.85 at 171.42 by St Louis barris- 
ter Jim Van Dillen on his Kawasaki. 
The field was topped by a turbo 
(Miller's) and consisted of three 
super-nitro Kawasakis, one super- 
charged Suzuki, one nitro Honda, 
one turbo Suzuki, and two turbo 
Kawasakis. 

The first pass, Miller over Sands, 
having already been described, the 
second quarter-final pitted Chris 
Hand's Redneck Express super-nitro 
Kawasaki, that had qualified seventh, 
against the number three qualified 
Mr. Turbo Suzuki ridden by Т.Ј. 
Hofmeister. Hand pulled his patented 
gate Job and achieved the all-im- 
portant starting line advantage over 
Hofmeister, but Hofmeister turned 
up the juice in the mid-range and 
cruised on to a superb 7.208/171.75 
win over Hand's 7.84/138.88. 

Moving over to theother half of the 
Eliminator ladder (we'll call it the 
"TIrett half" for reasons to be dis- 
closed later), Elmer Trett matched up 
against the world's loudest fuel drag 
bike, Larry McBride's nitro Suzuki. 
McBride got the start line jump on 
Ттеп, but the big Kawasaki out- 
motored the Suzuki. Trett's winning 
speed was the fastest of the meet at 





Aithiough he lost to Elmer Trett in the final, Mark Miller turned in a record 6.989-second run at Bristol. He backed it up with a 7. 7.01 7 run.

198.67 which was necessary to out- 
distance McBride. Trett’s 7.26 topped 
McBride's 7.62/175.78. 

Wrapping up the first round, Bob 
Malloy cruised to the win with a solo 
7.91/149 after number eight qualifier 
Jim Van Dillen failed to fire due to a 
sheared starter bolt. 

In round two, the Miller Kawasaki 
out ran Hand, 7.11/182.55 to 9.00/96. 
Then Trett faced and beat Malloy as 
Malloy redlighted with a 7.67/186.72. 
Trett ran a 7.42/193.13. 

It doesn't get any better than this: 
the new record holder vs. the low ET 
holder vs. the top speed-setter 6.98 vs. 
198 mph. Supercharged vs. turbo- 
charged. Veteran vs. second year man. 
Nitro vs. alky. 

When it came time for the run, 
Miller experienced trouble staging 
the turbo Kawasaki and in а sports- 
manlike gesture, Trett let Miller stage 
and get settled rather than quick 
stage and take a rude, quick and 
cheap win. 

On the go for the dough. Trett, 
settled and ready, took the gate on the 
[idgety and out of sorts Miller, who 
had his hands full even getting the 
bike to sit still and stage. After the 
good leave, Trett poured on the coals 
and won with a 7.178/189.47 with his 
engine exploding into a ball of fire in 
the lights—sort of a victory salute to 
the 30,000 fans who saw him beat the 
world's quickest motorcycle. Miller's 
losing time/speed, good enough to 
win any but the fastest of races, was 
7.27/171.75 mph. 

Ten years ago, Bristol was the site 
of the first six-second Top Fuel car 
run as Don “The Snake” Prudhomme 
гап 6.98. Now, Mark Miller 15 the 
man. In 10 years, will our motorcy- 
cles be running the quarter-mile in 
the times and speeds the cars are run- 
ning now —5.30's at 270 mph? What 
a thought. Check out this publica-

'86 Iron Butt Rally 


10,300 miles in 
11 days

MONTGOMERYVILLE, PA, AUG. 26-SEPT. 5 


The ’86 Iron Butt Rally, called "the world’s 
toughest motorcycle competition" by Gary 


Patterson, rally organizer and president of 


Montgomeryville Cycle Center, began Tues- 


day, August 26, at Montgomery- 
ville, Pennsylvania, just north 
of Philadephia, and ended there 
11 days later. 

The Iron Butt Rally was first run 
in 1984 over an 8400-mile course 
around the perimeter of the United 
States. It was intended to be an endur- 
ance rally and produced a four-way 
tie for first place. In 1985, Patterson 
decided to add “bonus cities" to help 
prevent another tie for first place. 
The rally turned into an all out road 
race around the country, with most 
riders dropping out before the Seattle, 
Washington checkpoint. Those who 
managed to finish, averaged only two 
hours sleep per day. 

Learning from the '85 Iron Butt, 
Patterson vowed to integrate more re- 
quirements of skill and strategy into 
'86 competition. Easier said then done. 
Patterson knew he needed experienced 
help organizing this year’s event and 
George Egloff, two-time winner of 
the rally and Jimene Giles, a Cycle 
Center employee who proved invalu- 
able during last year’s run, came to 
the rescue. Iron Butt '86 was off ! 


Egloff, riding a Suzuki Calvacade 
donated by U.S. Suzuki, went out and 
pre-rode the course to map out exact 
mileages and try and come up with 
more creative bonus destinations. 
Unlike last year’s event, Egloff was 
able to pick out and research exactly 
where riders would stop to receive 
bonus points. Last year’s rally found 
Patterson and Giles swamped trying 
to verify receipts from points all 
around the U.S. while everyone 
claimed everyone else was cheating. 
This year, Egloff had the exact mile- 
age to each destination and a sample 
of each bonus receipt needed on hand 
to quickly verify that each rider actu- 
ally visited the bonus location. 

Iron Butt '86 covered 37 states, part 
of Canada and over 10,000 miles in 11 
days, drawing 16 riders, ranging in 
age from 27 to 53 years old who came 
from as far away as Alaska to compete. 

Publishing tycoon Malcolm Forbes 
took time out from his busy schedule 
to fly into Montgomeryville from 
Boston to start each of the 16 compet- 
itors in one minute intervals. Fifty 
dollars of each rider's $750 entry fee 
went to the Muscular Dystrophy Asso-

ciation. Additionally, John and Suzie 
Shuck managed to raise over $1500 in 
Muscular Dystrophy pledges, as well 
as Ross Copas and Jim Plunkett who 
raised nearly $1000 each. Forbes also 
donated $1000 in the rally's name. 

Before the start, the experienced 
rally participants got their kicks 
psyching out the rookies. Everything 
was attacked, from a rookie's tires to 
the brand of machine he was riding. 
One competitor, riding a BMW, told 
another riding the identical bike that 
therookie was definitely on the wrong 
mount and should just give up now! 
This was turning into a typical Iron 
Butt start. 

Gary Moore's 1981 Honda Gold 
Wing had 124,000 miles on the clock 
— fellow competitors wondered if it 
could go the distance. Joe Tracy had 
a turbo-equipped BMW K100 that he 
claimed would run 170 mph. Specu- 
lation was it wouldn't last until it 
was all over the road at speeds over 
100 mph, hence the switch to the 
turbo Beemer. Rookies and vets alike 
were all behind the Triumph team of 
Gary Johnson and John Schuck, there 
to prove that the mighty Trident tri- 
ple and 750 Tiger twin could make it 
around the entire U.S. 

Each rider had to check in on “‘his 
minute,” enduro style, at Reynolds’ 
Sport Center in Gorham, Maine, at 
7:00 p.m. on the first day while trying 
to make bonus points along the route. 
If Montgomeryville to Maine in nine 
hours didn't sound like challenge 
enough, Egloff threw in a timed 40 
mph enduro section 40 miles long, 
leaving only eight hours to ride the 
remaining 4800 miles up to Gorham, 
Maine. Spectro Oil in Brookfield, 
Connecticut, had refreshments and 
sandwiches waiting for riders who 
made the 50-mile round trip trek off 
the interstate to get a 50-point bonus 
for stopping there. Entrant Ross 
Copas was overheard stating he felt 
rude having to go and not being able 
to stay for lunch and a tour of the 
plant, but such was the life of a racer. 

Only four riders, Copas, Walt Deck, 
Jim Plunkett and Michael Kneebone 
decided to risk getting caught in 
downtown Boston rush hour traffic 
to pick up the 101-point bonus offered 
at Sullivan Brothers' Distributors in 
Hansan, Massachusetts just south of 
Boston. Plunkett said he was going 
absolutely crazy watching the minutes 
tick away while he was sitting in 
downtown Boston with no place to 
turn or way to get around the wall to 
wall cars. 

At the first checkpoint in Maine, 
thestandings were Copas (BMW K100) 
in first, Plunkett (BMW R100S) and 
Deck (Honda Gold Wing) tied for 
second and Kneebone (Yamaha Ven- 
ture) in third. 

Riders left Reynolds’ Sport Center 


at 9:00 p.m. for Eau Claire, Wisconsin, 
to the cheers of over 100 spectators 
attending the event. Bonus spots were 
Brattleboro, Vermont, the New York 
Thruway, Grand Island toll bridge, 
the Rainbow Bridge between Canada 
and New York, the Eclipse factory in 
Ann Arbor, Michigan, and Motorcycle 
Touring News in Aurora, Illinois. 

Later that night, outside of Brat- 
tleboro, Vermont, disaster struck the 
only Harley-Davidson entered in the 
rally when Nick Nichols' rear cylinder 
and piston exploded, rupturing his 
gas tank. Fortunately, Nick had his 
feet on the front touring pegs and 
wasn't hurt. Special commendations 
should be given to Barry Norman 
and Gregg Smith for taking time out 
to find a rope and then towing 
Nichols' bike to the next town. 

Early the next morning, several 
riders made a major mistake in going 
to the Grand Isle toll bridge between 
Vermont and New York instead of 
the Grand Island toll bridge near 
Niagara Falls. Deck said he was going 
to frame the toll receipt after having 
ridden 400 miles out of the way to get 
it. Despite gale-force wind and rain, 
Kneebone stuck his foot in the toll 
booth door and argued that this had 
to be theright bridge — and wouldn't 
leave ull the toll gate keeper proved 
where Grand Island was. Copas rode 
over the border to his home in Corn- 
wall, Ontario, to catch some sleep. 

Special thanks have to be given to 
both Eclipse and Motorcycle Tour- 
ing News for staying open all night 
to accommodate riders checking in 
for bonus points. Egloff received 
praise from all the riders for making 
bonus stops at motorcycle-related in- 
dustries. Everyone enjoyed stopping 
at these places versus the usual bor- 
ing toll and gas receipts used through- 
out the event's history. 

Leaving Road, Track and Trail in 
Eau Claire, Wisconsin, on Thursday, 
August 28, at 9:00 p.m. ready for the 
ride to Seattle, riders were handed the 
next bonus locations — Harvey, North 
Dakota, Wiliston, North Dakota, and 
Glacier Village in Montana. 

Meanwhile, Egloff was back in 
Montgomeryville consoling wives and 
girlfriends, while at the same time 
hoping for rain, snow, anything to 
help weed out the less serious com- 
petitors. Patterson said, "Now I know 
what a sick mind George has.” Egloff's 
wish almost came true when riders 
crossing Minnesota and North Dakota 
had to contend with record low tem- 
peratures in the 30s. That same day, 
riding through Montana, tempera- 
tures reached well over 100°. 

Later that night, Deck was follow- 
ing Fran Crane through Minnesota 
when a deer ran in front of Fran’s 
bike and stopped on the highway. 
Deck said, “Fran was so close to the 








deer that she could have put herhand _ 


out and touched it, but she never | 


missed a beat and just kept going.’ 

Riders who went for bonus points 
got to go right up to Glacier Village, 
just outside of Glacier National Park 
in Montana, but none had the time to 
ride across the famous ''Going to the 
Sun Highway.” George was sworn at 
many a ume for that maneuver, to be 
so close yet so far. 

Just south of West Glacier, Mon- 
tana, Plunkett's BMW cracked a pis- 
ton skirt. He managed to ride it to his 
motorcycle supply shop in Spokane, 
Washington, for a quick engine re- 
build and invited some of the other 
riders to catch a few hours sleep at his 
house. 

Everyone checked in on time, Sat- 
urday night, September 1, at the 
Cycle Barn in Lynwood, Washing- 
ton, except the two Triumphs. They 
arrived approximately one-half hour 
later to the applause of all those at- 
tending. Everyone was convinced they 
had just wanted to ham и up a bit. 

Leaving Lynwood, bonus locations 
were Grant’s Pass in Oregon, the 
Golden Gate bridge in San Franciso, 
and a special tourist folder from Big 
Sur, California. Everyone loved the 
ride down the coast, but again cursed 
Egloff for routing them down Cali- 
fornia’s beautiful Route | on a holi- 
day weekend. Fighting for space with 
tourist’s mobile homes and cars was 
hardly anybody’s idea of a good time. 

The next checkpoint was located at 
Greer Sport Fairings in Costa Mesa, 
California. Greer opened on Labor 
Day to host the riders at the halfway 
point of the rally. Irv Seaver’s BMW 
shop in nearby Santa Ana also opened 
to help riders in need of service. 

Standings at Costa Mesa found 
Copas sull in first place with 1767 
points, followed by Deck in second 
with 1741 points and Kneebone in 
third with 1726 points. Paul Persin- 
ger, Barry Norman and Tracy were 
tied for fourth place with 1702 points. 
Crane, Moore and Nick Phillips were 
tied for fifth with 1698 points. Plun- 
kett was in sixth with 1691 points, Al 
Holtsberry was seventh with 1598 
points, and Gregg Smith with 1539 
points was in eighth. Dave McQueeny 
was ninth having racked up 1526 
points. Johnson and Shuck were tied 
for 10th with 409 points each, but 
remember, the primary goal of team 
Triumph was to complete the rally, 
not try and get bonus points. 

After a mandatory six-hour layover 
at Costa Mesa, riders left for the 
bonus point sites of Las Vegas, Neva- 
da, and the Grand Canyon (Arizona) 
on their way(?) to Muskogee, Okla- 
homa. Each rider was required to 
stop at the Las Vegas Hilton and pick 
up a casino chip. Imagine the sur- 
prise when the Hilton doormen kept 
seeing leather-clad motorcyclists pull 
up at the front door, jump off their 
bikes, and run into the casino to pick 
up the required token. 

Crane accidently went to the North 
Rim of the Canyon instead of the 
south side and found himself swanded 
around midnight without gas or the 
required Grand Canyon souvenir. 
However, luck proved to be on her 
side when she met someone who 
found a syphon hose and took gas 
from his truck to fill her tank, then 
got her an extra gallon container so 
she could make it to Flagstaff. Crane 
thanked him for the help, but she still 
didn’t have a canyon souvenir and 
the gift shop didn’t open until the 
next morning. The man who helped 
her then asked her if a hat that said 
Grand Canyon on it would do. Talk 
about luck, and if that wasn’t enough, 
Fran was hungry, so he offered her 
some of the yogurt he had for his 
lunch. Crane said that they gave her 
everything she could possibly need 
except sleep... 


On the way to The Suzuki Kawa- 


ake Seller in Muskogee, Oklahoma, 


dense fog in Texas caused many rid- 

ers to wonder if continuing was really 
worth it. Johnson, on one of the Tri- 
umphs, said that you really had to 
have a great deal of faith traveling 
through the fog at 70 mph watching 
the white lines and not being able to 
see much of anything else. Other rid- 
ers complained that staring into the 
fog hypnotized them and made them 
want to fall asleep. 

Egloff used Muskogee as the real 
breaking point to separate the riders 
just trying to complete the course 
from those trying to go for the win 
and maximum bonus points. Riders 
were to leave for Jacksonville, Flor- 
ida, but received a bonus sheet listing 
Kansas City as a bonus spot worth 50 
points. Many riders, who had only 
two or three hours of rest since the 
California checkpoint, felt it was too 
much to go 270 miles north then turn 
around and ride 270 miles back south 
towards Florida. The Oklahoma heat 
and humidity were also taking a toll — 
combined with the quickly appoach- 
ing rain storm, many were mentally 
ready to throw in the towel, but 
decided they had come this far and 
would finish no matter what it took. 

On this leg of the trip, weather, 
fatigue, mechanical failures and race 
strategies caused the standings to 
shift around. Copas, Moore, Crane, 
Norman and Tracy decided to go all 
the way to Kansas, while Kneebone 
and Persinger decided to sneak up the 
back way for. a Kansas Turnpike 
receipt — skipping Kansas City with 
the plans to get into the Florida check- 
point early, getting a few extra hours 
sleep and then clean up on the last leg 
of the event. Everyone else decided to 
go directly to Florida and pick up 
bonus points that were more along 
the way. 

Tracy had the misfortune of hit- 
ting a fawn in Missouri despite hav- 
ing had deer whistles on his turbo 
MW K100. Joe Anderson from Joe's 
Cycle Shop in Bolivar, Tennessee, 
who drove nearly 200 miles to get 
Tracy’s damaged bike, explained that 
"the deer was too young to know 
about deer whistles.” 

Copas almost bought it outside of 
Kansas City, Kansas, when he missed 
a stop sign and hit a car. Undaunted, 
he settled with the car driver, jumped 
on his Beemer and took off, hardly 
losing any time. 

Deck’s alternator gave up while he 
was picking up a bonus at the Lake 
Pontchartrain causeway in Louisi- 
ana. With assistance from Mike Miller, 
a local Gold Wing Road Riders Asso- 


. ation member, Walt was able to get 


his Gold Wing to a dealership and fly 
home in time to attend the awards 
banquet on Sunday. 

In Jackson, Mississippi, Dave Mc- 
Queeney hit a pot hole and was 
thrown onto a curb. He managed to 
walk away from the accident with 
only a cracked rib and minor road 
rash but his BMW K75 was missing 
the left footpeg and shift lever. Mc- 
Queeney was able to locate a shift 
lever but no foot peg. Despite these 
handicaps he completed the rest of 
the event riding with his left foot on 
the passenger peg. He got the ''Iron 
Rib" award from the other riders. 

At Sullivan Brothers' Distributors 
in Jacksonville, Florida, many took 
to sleeping on the warehouse floor 
during the two-hour layover. Spectro 
Oil representatives were there help- 
ing with oil changes and other minor 
maintenance problems. 

As riders were leaving the Jackson- 
ville stop they were given the final 
bonus listing which included Or- 
lando, Florida (hardly on the way 
back to Philadelphia), the Richmond 
Turnpike in Virginia, the Chesapeake 
Bay Bridge, and The Motorcycle Shop

in College Park, Maryland, just out- 
side of Washington, D.C. Most riders 
noted that traffic going through 
Washington was running a consis- 
tent 80 mph. Ironic, considering this 
is where our legislators meet and 
can't get it together to raise the limit 
past 55. 

Major road construction in down- 
town Philadelphia gave many riders 
a last minute scare. To come so far 
and risk losing precious points 30 
miles from the finish must have aided 
in the development of several ulcers 
among the riders cutting it close at 
the finish. 

Copas and his BMW KIOORS led 
from start to finish to win the 1986 
Iron Butt Rally with 2822 points. 
Norman, riding a Yamaha Venture, 
came in second with 2757 points and 
swears to return next year for the win. 
Third place was a tie between Crane 
on a BMW K100 and Moore with his 
1981 Honda Gold Wing, both riders 
had 2753 points at the finish. Knee- 
bone, riding a Yamaha Venture, was 
fourth with 2662 points. Paul Per- 
singer who rode his Yamaha Venture 
from Alaska to the event, was fifth 
with 2656 points. Kawasaki-sponsored 
Nick Phillips, riding a Concours, 
was sixth with 2652 points. 

Californian Crane deserves the 
"most miles ridden award” with а 
total of 10,421 miles. Kneebone claims 
he won the “no-ticket class" while 
still racking up 10,376 miles. The 
Connecticut Triumph team of John- 
son and Shuck deserve the highest 
praise for having the desire and will 
to continue throughout the rally on 
their English classics. 

Patterson, Egloff and Giles deserve 


a first place award for running such a 
well organized event. First place pit 
crew award goes to Richard and Faye 
Hoffman, (Richard Hoffman was in 
sixth place in the '85 Butt rally) who 
extended their hospitality to all rally 
participants. Faye's wonderful home 
cooking was the first good meal rid- 
ers had in 11 days. 

Special recognition should be given 
to Spectro Oils of America, Carlisle 
Tire and Rubber Company, Shoei 
Helmet Corporation, Sullivan Broth- 
ers Distributors, Eclipse, Michelin 
Tire Corporation, Continental Tire 
Company and Thunderwear Corpor- 
ation for support that goes far beyond 
the cash register. 

A poll of the top-placing finishers 
revealed that most rode 40 hours and 
then slept five to eight hours, de- 
pending on available time. Mental, 
not physical exhaustion, was the most 
difficult problem to overcome during 
the event. Most riders agreed that 
“mush mind,” coined by '85 finisher 
Suzie Mann, most accurately described 
this feeling. 

No one that finished would dis- 
pute that this is indeed one of the 
world's toughest motorcycle events. 
Said one rider, ''No one can possibly 
understand how tough this rally is to 
finish until they've tried it them- 
selves." Each rider can count them- 
selves in a truly elite class of motorcy- 
clists. ®

posely designed the Intruder

1360cc, the Intruder 1400's power- 
plant displaces 20cc more than Har- 
ley's biggest production powerplant. 
Editorial staff members from six 
American motorcycle magazines, one 
Canadian magazine and this news- 
paper gathered at the Ritz-Carlton 
Hotel in Laguna Niguel, California, 
to attend a press briefing and ride the 
Intruder 1400 on September 16. 
Suzuki said they had several goals 
in mind when they set out to design 
and then produce the Intruder 1400. 
Their intent was to produce a motor- 
cycle that had a clean and forceful 


image, a massive powerplant that 
would produce a deep throaty sound 
and awesome acceleration, and a 
Jewel-like finish. 

What resulted was the largest pro- 
duction V-twin powerplant, a four- 
stroke, overhead cam, three-valve per 
cylinder (two intake, one exhaust) 
engine with 9.3:1 compression ratio 
that produces a claimed 73 horse- 
power at 4,500 rpm. 

Technology from Suzuki's popu- 
lar GSXR sport bike found its way 
into the Intruder 1400 engine in that 
while the front cylinder 1s air-cooled,

the back cylinder is oil-cooled. Why 
just the rear cylinder? “Ме wanted to 
keep it as simple and as light as pos- 
sible," said Shigenoya. 

Shigenoya said the technology of 
the Intruder 1400 would be intro- 
duced into the Intruder 700 in the 
future, but when asked if that meant 
the '87 700 would have an oil-cooled 
rear cylinder, he said, “No com- 
ment." 

Engine redline 15 set at 7000 (plus 
or minus 250 rpm) by a rev limiter. A 
four-speed constant mesh transmis- 
sion, shaft drive, and wet multi-plate 


type clutch are complemented by a 
torque limiter in the rear hub. 

As will all '87 Suzuki street bikes, 
the Intruder 1400 will feature a starter 
interlock that prevents the engine 
from starting when the sidestand 1s 
down. Keeping in mind that the 
bikes that were ridden at the press 
launching were pre-production models, 
the Intruder 1400 we rode would not 
start unless the sidestand was down. 

Pushing the electric start button 
puts a small cam gear into action and 
it opens the exhaust valves for 0.7

seconds to lower compression to pro- 
vide for easy starting. 

The Intruder 1400 produces just 
what Suzuki intended, “а deep throaty 
sound." Taking the bike on a brief 
(40-minute) ride revealed smooth and 
impressive acceleration through the 
gears, gobs of torque, and impressive 
cruiser-bike handling, no doubt par- 
tially provided by the “fattest” rear 
tire on any production bike, a 
170/80-15 monster. 

Available in either pull-back or 
flat bar versions, all Intruder 1400s 
will come with spoke wheels in '87. 
"Spoke wheel-equipped Intruder 700s 
sell two to one over mag wheel 700s,” 
said Shigenoya. 

The finish, at least on the pre- 
production models, was as prom- 
ised—''jewel-like." Every nut and 
bolt is covered, wiring 15 routed 
inside the handlebars, the front brake 
hose is housed in chromed tubing, 


and three coats of paint are applied to 
all painted surfaces (the frame mat- 
ches the available colors— maroon or 
black for the pull-back bar models, 
and a dark blue for the flat bar 
model). 

Claimed wet weight is 571 pounds 
(the engine with exhaust system 
weighs 220 pounds). 

The 1987 Suzuki VS1400GL In- 
truder will start rolling off the assemb- 
ly line in Japan in mid-October and 
will be available to dealers in late 
November. 

Price? "In the $5000 range," said 
Shigenoya. With a grin he added, 
“Maybe 5-9-9-9, but then maybe 5-0- 
0-1." 

Its more, much more than just 
another new model for the Japanese 
manufacturer. As Mr. Shigenoya put 
it, “The Intruder 1400 is not just a 
special machine, but a very, very spe- 
cial machine for the U.S. market." e

Highlighting KTM’s fleet of 1987 
motocrossers 1s the new 250 Motocross 


that now has a new power-valve 
system called the Power Exhaust Port 
(PEP), which is also found on the 
125. The liquid-cooled, 247cc motor 
has a Nikasil-coated cylinder bore 
with reed induction (as do the 125 
and 500), and KTM claims the motor 
produces 48.2 horsepower at 8050 
rpm. The exhaust pipes on all the

Both the 125 (shown) and 250cc motocrossers now comes with a power- 
valve system called the Power Exhaust Port (PEP). 


Motocross models are new and routed 
differently to increase ground clear- 
ance. 

Other motor changes to the 250 
and 125 include a redesigned clutch 
fora lighter pull and smoother action, 
a new shifter mechanism for more 
position shifting, and a new en- 
hanced microprocessor in the Digital 
Control Ignition system (250 only) to 
help improve starting and increase 
horsepower. The 500 comes stock 
with a Type 55 Bing carburetor, 
while the rest of the KTMs have Dell 
'Ortos. KTM claims the 500 produces 
62 horsepower at 8050 rpm, and the 
125 35 horsepower at 9800 rpm. The 
250 weighs in at a claimed 212 dry 
pounds. The 500 (222 Ibs.) has porting 
changes, which now includes a three- 
port exhaust design. The 125 has a 
new Motoplat Programmed Advanced 
ignition, and overall dry weight 1s 
194 pounds. 

Chassis changes to the 125, 250 and 
500cc Motocross models include 
beefed up disc brakes, which now 
have four-piston calipers front and 
rear. Suspension 1s still handled by 
White Power but with valving changes 
to the shocks and 4054 upside-down 
forks. All the motocrossers have softer 
seats, larger airboxes and aluminum 


handlebars. The 125 has a slightly 


different frame geometry for quicker 
steering and a lower seat height. 

The KTM 80 has a larger 82.9cc 
motor, new carburetion and is claimed 
to churn out 24 horsepower at 12,000 
rpm. It too has a Nikasil-coated cylin- 
der. 

The frame is designed slightly larger 
to improve feel for taller riders, and 
the swingarm is longer for added 
straight-line stability. 

KTM is offering just two Enduro 
models for 1987 — a 250 and a 350. 
Dropped from the lineup are the 125 
and 500 models. The 250 and 350 
Enduros share many of the MXers' 
features, such as front and rear disc 
brakes (four-piston calipers), high 
ground clearance exhaust pipes, re- 
designed frames for a lower seat 
height and softer seats. Lighting kits 
and O-ring chains are standard. Both 
bikes feature all-new gas tanks that 
hold 3.7 gallons, with the radiator 
shrouds incorporated into the gas 
tank as a one-piece unit. 

Both the bikes have liquid-cooled, 
reed induction motors with Nikasil 
cylinders; only the 250 has the Power 
Exhaust Port and the Digital Control 
Ignition Systems, and both have five- 
speed transmissions. The 250’s 
claimed dry weight is 212 pounds, 
and the 350 weighs 227 pounds. ©

Ermolenko got up from a first 
bend bounce to win event 14 and that 
kept him in rostrum contention. Faria 
was in pursuit trying to make the 
outside work when hell and threw 
away his whole evening on lap three. 

Ott kept 1t alive and won after а 
hard battle with Dubb Ferrell in 
event 15. He used the cushion like a 
master and hooked up, doing several 
wheelies, and the fans were warming 
up to Ott as they could smell an upset 
in the making. Moran stayed hot on 
the leader's tracks by winning his 
third in a row in event 16. 





The final round started with 
Chrisco staying in the picture by 
winning a bruising battle from Chris- 
tian in a race that saw some heavy 
contact made.

Then the sky really opened up. 
The ground was already saturated by 
heavy rains before the race and the 
water had nowhere to go as the racers 
battled wind, rain and hail. 

Darland moved out front again on 
the beginning of lap two but Thomp- 
son put his Broomfield, Colorado- 
bred mud technique to good use and 
Darland had a minor get-off which 
put Thompson 1:56 ahead at the end 
of lap two. Meanwhile, points leader 
Mike Powers had some major troubles 
on the second lap and fell back to 
seventh after a front five first lap. 

On the final two laps Darland 
started catching Thompson but 
couldn't make up the margin.

The 250cc Expert winner was 
Gary Tuffin who finished sixth after 
a five month absence from the circuit.

Close to 200 riders turned out 
for the second round of the 
Great Lakes States Braco Chal- 
lenge Series and in 125cc Junior 
action David Beckington had what it 
took to take home two overall wins.

CVRG romps in 
Steamboat Springs 
Road Race

STEAMBOAT SPRINGS, CO, 
SEPT. 6 

Ever want to race through the 
streets of a town — legally? Well, 
in Colorado you can! Since 
1980, the Mountain Roadrac- 
ing Association has hosted a real road 
race, through the streets of Steamboat 
Springs, Colorado. 1983 saw the first 
year in which vintage machines play- 
ed a part on the miniature "Isle of 
Man" type course. The track isn't for 
the safety racer, as lamp posts, curbs 
and other road side hazards are many, 
though they are padded with hay 
bales. The layout is 1.9 miles — 10 
turns of twisties, ups and downs, all 
at 6700 feet above sea level. The rules? 
GVRG/AMA Historic type were used. 

This was to be another West meets 
East meets Canada event (like Day- 
tona), though as it turned out, the 
East Coasters had an event at Wat- 
kins Glen, New York, during the 
same weekend. Other than a few 
locals, plus western state travelers, it 
was a CVRG (California Vintage 
Racing Group) vs. Vintage Sprintage 
of B.C. Canada. The VS boys hauled 
in nine machines, while the CVRG 
“Wrecking Crew” brought 10. 

The first race was the 250/350cc 
Lightweight event, and its results 
were somewhat like Daytona’s this 
past March. CVRG number one plate 
holder Mike Green took the overall 
Lightweight win, though he did have 
some help from his Hap Jones/Cas- 
trol/Shoei/WCBR Ducati 250. 

When the green flag fell, Green 
pulled a row-three holeshot to lead 
lap one. Within moments, Jeff 
Hecox’s 10K Engineering Ducati 250 
was chasing Green, while Bret Mors- 
head, aboard a Hap Jones/Castrol/ 
WCBR Ducau 350 overhauled Cana- 
dian Murray Neibel’s 350 Manx Nor- 
ton for the 350cc class lead. 


By lap three, Morshead pulled off 
when his ignition coil went sour, 
leaving Neibel to take on Green for 
the overall lead. Fred Mork with last 
year’s winning 250 Aermacchi was 
battling it up back їп fifth, but later 
dropped to sixth with what he calls, 
"a flat power band!" thus leaving 
him sixth overall, and fourth 250cc, 
just behind John Hays’ Ducati 250. 

Up front the battle raged, twice on 
the uphill cement right-hand turn, 
Neibel's 350 Manx would out-torque 
Green's high-revving Ducati and he'd 
take the lead, though both times 
Green retook the lead on the fast 
downhill four lane section. Torque 
seemed to be the key, as Hecox's 
small valved Ducati even tried Green 
out on the same section a number of 
times, but was unable to match his 
horsepower off the turn. With the 
white flag out, Green still led, fol- 
lowed by Hecox, then Neibel. Again 
Neibel took Green on the outside of 
the cement secuon to take the lead, 
but Green wasn't going for it. On the 
fast downhill, Green pulled along- 
side, but in doing so, left his braking 
very late, so late in fact, that he locked 
the rear wheel as the pair entered turn 
eight, slamming the door on the 
Norton! 

As Green drove deep, Hecox fol- 
lowed, saying later, “You really 
spooked that guy, almost the same as 
Daytona." Green recovered quickly, 
mainly by grabbing a handful of 
throttle to out-run both Hecox and 
Neibel to the finish. 

Next up was the 500cc Premier 
event, basically for machines built 
prior to January 1, 1965. Dave Walden, 
aboard his Triumph T100, took the 
early lead, while Fred Mork's BSA 
Goldstar held down second. Within 
moments, Murray Neibel, this time 
on à 500 Manx Norton, charged past 
Mork to take second. Not to be out 
done, fellow Canadian Ian Watson, 
charged through with his Goldstar. 

On lap three, Green's Ducati was 
making lunch out of the 5005, 
plowing his way up to a fourth place 
battle with Mork, and losing out after 
doing a "Flying-W"' in turn one on 
he last lap when the front end 
pushed. 

Walden's day was shorted-lived, as 
his Triumph gearbox took an early 
lunch break, leaving Neibel out front. 
This, however, was also short-lived, 
as '85 CVRG 350cc Champion Craig 
McLean powered by with his Motor- 
cycles Untld., Matchless G50 to take 
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Winner Grady Phillips (08) leads Barry B Benkert (89). ous Lewis (92), Scott Hall aptis (1 2), Dave Lipscomb (27) and 
Phil Jones (14) in the Pro-Am class at LMS. Phillips also won the Open event.

Palenske wins

Theoverall winner in the Fam- 
ily Racing Association Funduro 
was GP Racing-sponsored 
Grant Palenske. With an 
impressive score of 1.105, Palenske 
was two minutes ahead of UEA's 
Kurt Butler.

Most of the A 
riders zeroed this one but had to hus- 
tle to doit. The finish was an observa- 
tion check at 35.2 

Check six was the check-in for the 
first special test and took the riders 
up and down the canyons at the east 


end of the hills. At the end of this 
section was the famous Goat Trail 
and check seven, which ended the 
test. Most of the riders were two or 
three minutes late here except for 
Palenske who had the only one min- 
ute score. The Jacobsen brothers John 
and Scott, riding in the hotly-con- 
tested 200cc class, were just two sec- 
onds from each other at this point. 
They were both down only two min- 
utes and were doing some very fast 
riding. 

Check eight was over a rise on the 
south boundary of the sand hills, and 
caught a few riders sleeping at 24 
mph. Another surprise check was 
located just before Trona Road and 
the turn-around to the pits. Check 10 
(30 mph) caught most riders late after 
being lulled by a slow speed average 
at the beginning and was located at 
the bottom of а very steep, sandy 
downhill. Tony Casaga and the crew 
of ladies at this check enjoyed watch- 
ing the various downhill riding tech- 
niques. A sign at the top said, “‘Hi- 
Ho, Hi-Ho, It's Over The Hill We 
Go."

Lohman wins 
Whitetail Enduro 


By Kevin S. Mitchell 
PRUDENVILLE, MI, SEPT. 7 
Brian Lohman rode his Lake 
Cycle Husqvarna 250, dropping 
just four points, to his first- 
ever overall victory at the first 


annual Whitetail Enduro, hosted by 
Houghton Lake Enduro Riders and 
Lansing M.C.. 

Thefirst loop headed towards U.S. 
2] west of the starting area. Approx- 
imately 4.0 miles out was the worst 
mudhole of the entire enduro, fol- 
lowed by check one. Most of the rid- 
ers had little trouble in the mudhole, 
as they ranged from zeroing the check 
to five minutes late. After the second 
check, the riders were run through a 
difficult water crossing, in some places 
it was gas-tank deep. 

The last section of the enduro was 
probably the toughest of the whole 
ride. In one section, there was about a 
six-foot deep ditch, approxemately 
20 feet wide, and running across it 
was a three-foot wide wooden bridge. 
Phil Peters Jr., riding in his first-ever 
off-road event, got halfway across 
and fell off. “The bottom was full of 
logs and stumps with about two feet 
of water,” said Peters. “I thought my 
ride was over, but I restarted my bike 
and went halfway up and pulled it 
out the rest of the way.” Peters wound 
up dropping 39 points, good enough 
for first place in the 250cc C class. 

A few miles from the finish, a 
mudhole caught Galen Voss, who 
stalled his bike. This ended up cost- 
ing Voss two points at check eight, 
but still finished fifth in the 250cc A 
class.
